Spirit of Chriſt in bim,and thereupon 4i4 acquit him. A ſubtile Anſw. 
co anill ſtated Queſtion: for I do obſerye init much of the depths of Sa- 
than, whereby the Jultices-were gputwitted. No wonder: for in ſtating 
the Queſtion they gave him a great deal of advantage. It doth ne- 


ceſſarly imply that there was ſomething in Geo. Fox which was incre- 


ated, not a creature but a Creator. Otherwiſe-to what purpoſe did 
they propound the Queltionthus 2 Whether or not (in ſaying that 
he was equall with God) did .he ſpeak this of Geo. Fox as he-was a 
creature? even as if G. Fox had been any other thing then a creature. 
Inthis 1 deſire that theſe thingemay be obſerved. Firſt, that neither 
Fox nor Nailer do deny abſolutely that Geo. Fox ſhould ſay that he 
was equall with God : they deny' not theſe words, only Geo. Fox 
ſhifts the Juſtices with his ſenſe thereof as is abovewritten. Secondly, 
I deſire ariy ſerious ſaber man whatfoever to conſider, and 1 leave it 


with him to judge (takeit in the beſt ſenſe ) if any man can call theſe 


the words of truth:and ſoberneſfe, for Geo. Fox to fay that he was 
equill with God. I appeal him if ever any Scripture-Saint ſaid ſo-ex- 
eepting Jeſus Chriſt, who was both God and Man. Thirdly, 1 deſire 
George Fox totell me what he meanerh by that, viz. 7 and my Fa- 
ther are one, and, he that #5 jorned to the Lord # one Spirit, Kither 
he underſtandeth it concerning a ſubſtantiall or a myſticall oneneſſe 
betwixt God and man. Ifa ſubſtantial, thenit is as much as if George 
had ſaid that the very ſubſtaree and eſſence of God is in- him and one 
with him. Which being ſo, then without diſpute there is ſomething 
increated-in him; and fo equall with God. - Howſoever the Scri- 
ptures which he- alledgeth will not bear him out: therein. Not the 
former: for it ohly ſpeaketh of CurxisT, 7 and my Father are 
one, John 10, 30. In which Chapter the Lord Chriſt laboureth to 
prove his equality with God. But will Gee. Fox make application of 
that Scripture to himſelf ? he doth ſo by comparing it with Foh. 17.21, 
23. Now take notice how he confounds Chriſts. onenes with God, and 
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4 <quall with God, - whether he conſiderhinaſelfas G. Fox, on 
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Saints onehes with him. Andiſeeing he:puts'no- difference betwixt.

Fifthly, No imperfett thing can be recenciled to God, 

So faith N ayler. — That no imperfett thing can be reconciled 
to Ged, #5 plainin Scripture. Anſw.To Perf. Phar.pag.g. Though 
this be not ſo grofle as the reſt, yet it is as ſtrange and unreaſonable as 
any of them: Forinreaſon the contrary is true ; viz.

perfect it needs no reconciliation, even as the whole needs no Phyſi- 
cian, and where no Law is, there is no tranſpgreſſton, - A reconcilia- 
tion doth nevefartly preſuppofe enimity and difcord ; which is never 
without offence either on the one part or on the other. Now it can- 


not be ſaid that a perfeQ thing, as it is perfeR, is guilty of any offence; 


and ſo cannot be at enimity with God, as it is perfet: And conſe-. 


quently in ſuch a caſe, thereis no place for reconciliation, as being | 


that which-it needeth not, Will you fay that two perſons who were _ 


Tever-diſcorded,” and never did oftend one another are reconciled ? _

The reaſon of it is at hand : Becauſe the Hebrew and the Greek (in | 
which the Scriptures were firſt written) are regular Languages obſer- 
ving the propriety and rigour of conftruion : And therefore to have 
ſpoken or writtenco ſingle perſons, bat in the Singular Number, it - 
had been barbarous and non-ſenlicall.. Hence it is that all Epiſtles in 
 Latine among very Heathens to ſingle perſons of whatfover rank is ſo. * 
Whereas the propriety of our Language is of a larger latitude? So that 
thoſe words which are tranſlated Thoy, or T hee, might very well have 7 
been rendered You.
